Applicants arguments filed on 6/6/2006 have been fully considered, however, they are not deemed to be persuasive because the 
claims broadly claim the adjustment made by the sharing-ratio part such that any process that processes between the first and second 
processing ways meets the claims. In Suzuki methods 1-4 uses system resources to process the method and Suzuki's system selects 
one of methods 1-4 to perform the process in a "relatively short time" and "minimum time". Thus, selection of one of methods 1-4 broadly 
adjusts the sharing ratio of system resources. It should be noted that figure 1 of Suzuki is similar to applicants figure 3.
